Abstract: 

Th e pr e sent patent application relates to a A pedestrian safety device for automotive 
vehicle (1) having a hood (2) being hinged and releasably latched to the vehicle body. An 
actuator member (6) is arranged transversally inside the upper forward region of said the vehicle 

(1) and the ends of the actuator member respectively slideably hinged (1 1) in a respective 
inclining guide track (12a) extending rearwards within sakl the vehicle (1). The hinges (1 1) are 
arranged to carry a respective first lifting member (14) arranged to carry a respective first lifting 
member (14) arranged for vertical sliding in respect to the vehicle body.

The recitations of the specific features of the pedestrian safety device in claim 1 including 
especially the construction of the hinge having an inclining guide track affixed to the vehicle 
body and extending rearwards within the vehicle; an actuator member arranged transversely 
inside an upper forward region of the vehicle and ends of the actuator member arranged 
transversely inside an upper forward region of the vehicle and the ends of the actuator member 
being slideably hinged in the inclining guide track and the ends of said actuator member being 
slideably hinged in a respective inclining guide track extending rearwards within the vehicle and 
being fixed to the vehicle body; a lifting member arranged for vertical sliding with respect to the 
vehicle body, the lifting member is arranged below the hood such that the lifting member will 
uplift the hood upon the hinges, the hood being translated up the inclining guide tracks as a result 
of a frontal collision impact on the actuator member causing the hood to be displaced rearwards 
within the vehicle is not taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of record.
